U.S. GETS SET FOR POLIO VACCINE 


Nobody knew for sure that the news would be 
good, but the U.S., which has so often wearily 
waited to hear the worst, last week excitedly 
hoped to hear that the day of infantile paraly- 
sis epidemics has been ended at last. 

The word would come on April 12 from 
the University of Michigan where statisticians 
(next page) are completing evaluation of the 


polio vaccine developed by Dr. Jonas Salk of 


the University of Pittsburgh, which was given 
a test involving 1,830,000 children last year. 
There were strong reasons for hope. In the 


laboratory the vaccine had protected monkeys 
and chimpanzees against massive doses of in- 
jected polio virus.

TOP SECRET ANALYSIS AND 1,800,000 CARDS 


Amid batteries of tabulators and seas of filing 
cabinets more than LOO statisticians under Dr. 
Thomas Francis Jr. have been sifting and re- 
sifting the evidence they have gathered from 
last year’s mass polio vaccine test. The raw 
material they work with is nearly 15 million 
IBM cards, including a master file of nearly two 
million, which are punched with nearly 144 
million pieces of information. These are being 
analyzed and combined into their final report, 
which will not only state whether the vaccine 
protects against paralytic polio, but precisely 
how effective it is. The report will also be the 
basis for determining how many shots it takes 
to immunize a child, how they should be spaced 
and how soon they take effect. 

Because they know the damaging confusion 
which premature news leaks would bring, the 
researchers have been carrying out their com- 
pilation in an atmosphere of almost military 


secrecy. For extra security all information has 
been divided up between independent groups 
of statisticians so that nobody, except perhaps 
Dr. Francis himself, knows what conclusions 
the report is reaching. 

Meanwhile communities all over the U.S. 
are getling ready for the announcement on 
April 12, which is the Oth anniversary of the 
death of March of Dimes Founder Franklin D. 
Roosevelt. [f the report is favorable, the Na- 
tional Polio Foundation will release the 27 mil- 
lion vaccine shots it has stockpiled to health 
officials. They will give free vaccinations to 
every first and second grade schoolchild and to 
older children who took part in last year’s mass 
test but were not actually vaccinated. At the 
same time U.S. drug firms which have been 
manufacturing vaccine for months themselves 
(next page), will send it to drugstores where 
it can be obtained on a doctor's prescription.

PRODUCTION ROCKS ALONG 
FOR VACCINE BY THE TON 


Without waiting for the Salk vaccine’s effectiveness to be confirmed, 
several U.S. drug companies confidently began preparing for mass 
production more than a year ago and are now manufacturing the vac- 
cine by the tankload. The early start was necessary because it takes 
three months to produce and test a batch of vaccine, and they wanted 
to have a good supply of it on hand for the coming polio season. 

The process begins with cultures of monkey kidney tissue grown in 
rocking bottles (above), Next, the cultures are infected with polio 
viruses which multiply rapidly in the bottles. The monkey tissue 
debris is filtered out. Finally formaldehyde is added, killing the viruses 
and transforming the deadly brew into a safe vaccine which will cause 
a child’s system to manufacture protective antibodies, All the vaccine, 
colored red during production as a control measure, is tested, then 
stored in glass bottles until packaged into ampoules. Most drug com- 
panies will not say how much they have made.

THE “TRIBUNE’S’

A rich and full life ends at 74 
for Robert Rutherford McCormick

The death of Colonel Robert Rutherford (“Ber- 
tie’) McCormick, at 74, in his sleep in his 
manor house at Wheaton, [II., closed last week 
a career that was the last great bulwark in the 


Chicago Tribune, of which he was editor and 
publisher, was his creature. [1 was a mirror of 
his genius—his uncompromising individuality, 
his headstrong, hercely partisan personality, 
his rambunctious energy and even his tower- 
ing, muscular structure. 

McCormick came of a newspaper family. His 
maternal grandfather, Joseph Medill, had built 
up the Tribune. (A great-uncle, Cyrus McCor- 
mick, invented the reaper.) Two cousins were 
successful editors and publishers—Joseph Pat- 
terson of the New York Daily News, Eleanor 
(“Cissie’) Patterson of the Washington Times 
Heradd, Continuing Medill’s policies, MeCor- 
mick maintained an ultraconservative and iso- 
lationist paper, running counter to the trend 
of the country since the Thirties. But he also 
made it one of the liveliest, best-printed, most 
readable and most prohtable dailies in the U.S, 
With a circulation of almost 900,000, it spread 
over the five Midwestern states the colonel 
liked Lo call Chicagoland. 

The colonel’s death. alter Fi [woevedr illness, 
came only two days alter the death of another 
famous publisher, Joseph Pulitzer I] of the 
St. Louis Post Dispateh. The Tribune's stall 
mourned their chief with the cartoon below 
which, with its unabashed sentiment and old- 
fashioned military spirit, kept up the traditions 
that the colonel had established at the Tribune.

WAYS T0 GOD 


CHRIST SHOWED THE WAY BY BEING IT— ‘THE WAY, THE TRUTH, AND THE LIFE’ 


Spring has come again, with its eternal miracle of new life 
from old, of rebirth and regeneration. Wherever it appears 
on Earth’s weary and fear-lined face, this miracle brings a 
new sense of hope to all men. Whatever his creed, every- 
one who examines a single budding leaf, a single upshoot of 
green can sense the presence of a Creator and feel a sharper 
awareness of Him. 

Easter, A.D. 1955, finds men’s lives touched also with a 
universal sense of hunger, of some great lack which makes 
material gains seem to crumble even in the getting and makes 
men grope for a greater spiritual content and meaning to their 
lives. The statistics of their groping are all about us, as Paul 
Hutchinson recites in his article on page 138. Hardly a day 
passes without a new expression of it. Anne Morrow Lind- 
bergh goes away by herself, seeking, in solitude, a way out of 
the’ ‘“torn- to-pieces-hood” of mechanized life that makes mod- 
ern woman feel “like a telephone exchange or a laundromat.” 
In Gift From the Sea she tells how these quiet hours of in- 
ward searching made her feel “‘melted into the universe, lost 
in it, as one is lost in a canticle of praise swelling from an 
unknown crowd in a cathedral.”” We must turn inward for 
strength, she discovers, for “the Kingdom of Heaven is with- 
n.”” Thomas Merton’s No Man Is an Island speaks of each 
man’s need of “full discovery of who he himself really is.” 
Many a man is secretly or openly engaged in the same search, 
the search for what Thomas Wolfe called * a stone, a leaf, a 
door... the lost lane-end into Heaven.” 


But where is the door? Is it in the chronic optimism of 

“positive thinking’? Mr. Hutchinson’s article makes clear 
the limitations of this “cult of reassurance.” Is it in the com- 
mercialization of religion, represented most recently by the 
blaring ads (RELIGION CAN BE FUN) for the movie of Peter 
Marshall's life? No, even though God may be good box office, 
Christ taught sacrifice as the road to spiritual riches. But 
what door did He show? “I am the way,” He said, “the truth, 
and the life: no man cometh unto the Father but by Me.” 

That is surely a simple statement, yet few words present 
more difficulties for the modern mind. Does it mean that one 
church only, or one faith only, is the way to God? Taken Iit- 
erally, it would damn all those saintly men who have reached 
God through other religions—the way of the Tao, of Hindu- 
ism, of Gautama or Mohammed. ‘A God so parochial as to ex- 
clude these alien saints from His kingdom does not sound 
like the God of mercy whom Christ preached. 

As readers of Lire’s series on the Great Religions are 
aware, Christianity is not the only framework of a truly spir- 
itual life. The comparative study of the higher religions breeds 
respect for them all and has led learned men to find in all of 
them “‘some truth.”” Toynbee, for instance, thinks they are 
variations on a single theme. so that if all the “components 
of this heavenly music of the spheres could be audible on 
earth simultaneously, and with equal clarity, to one pair of 
human ears, the happy hearer would find himself listening, 
not to a discord, but to a harmony.” 

The diversity of religions shows the diversity of human 
experience, but it does not prove the diversity (still less the 
relativity) of God’s truth. Every society and individual con- 
fronts the eternal mystery on the narrow road of its own time- 
shackled life. Thus while a Toynbee finds his key to the 
mystery in the fateful interplays of history, a physicist, who 
knows it takes 20 billion electrons to equal the weight of a 
single snowflake, may see God’s poetry in a different way. So 
with societies: the religions that bind them, the churches 


they support, the rites they perform are at best analogues of 
ultimate truth, gropings toward God that fall short because 
all the works of human understanding, even the grandest, 
are ‘dogged by failure’ and anchored in dust. 

But this is no reason for viewing these analogues either 
with equal indifference or with equal respect. Since the hu- 
man quest for truth is never ending, some men and some 
societies inevitably achieve more of it than others. Spiritu- 
al understanding is not rained down equally on us all like 
mercy: it is rather a plant that grows with tending, and the 
price of its finest flowers is not only the grace of God but the 
effort of the mind and will. 

There are people who, as the actor Danny Thomas said in 
aspeech last week, “want an affidavit from God that He really 
exists. They want the sunshine and the rain, the things that 
grow, the majesty of the earth ... to appear before a notary 
public and swear that there is a purpose behind them.” There 
are perhaps even more people who, having discovered a nat- 
ural piety in themselves, nevertheless defer the further quest 
for religious truth by rationalizing their own lethargy of 
spirit. One of these rationalizations is the complaint that 
none of religion’s organized forms is sufficiently universal. 
Such people aspire to be nothing less than Toynbee” s “happy 
hearer”: confusing truth with theological latitude, they de- 
mand the merger of faiths into a world faith before they will 
believe in any. In effect they are more Hindu than anything 
else and could profitably start their pilgrimage at once within 
the broad, vague boundaries of that syneretic faith. But ours 
is a Christian society and this is a Christian holiday, and it 
is the time and place to re-examine the faith God gave us. 

We know from the words of Jesus that it is God, not man, 
who initiates the human experience of religion. He loved us 
before any of us loved Him. He calls us all every day and our 
responses vary not only with our social conditioning but 
with our knowledge and our will. In His house are many man- 
sions. But it is one house; and Jesus Christ is the divine Son 
of that house. Anyone who has heard God’s call through 
Jesus cannot ask, cannot conceive, a more authoritative in- 
troduction to eternal truth. 


The call comes to Christians not through any merits of 
their own. It comes by many means. To a very few it may 
come by inspired revelation. To most Christians it comes as 
“the faith of our fathers” handed on, generation alter genera- 
tion, through church and family. However he hears or hears 
again the eall, whether at his mother’s knee or at the sacra- 
mental altar or in the depth of the beauty of spring, the Chris- 
tian’s call is, first of all, a call to duty—to the study of the 
scripture, to the practice of the commandments, to prayer 
and worship, to charity and the way of the Cross. Only as 
the paths of duty are followed, by God’s grace, comes the 
reward: “I have fought a good fight, I have finished my 
course... . Henceforth there is laid up for me a crown of 
righteousness ... and not to me only but into all them that 
love His appearing.” 

The Christian life leads, day by day, to praise and thanks- 
giving and joy and peace. It leads there because the door is 
open to it—a door opened, once and forever, by the Christ 
who shared human life, suffered, died and rose again. He 
opened the door. He showed the way by being it. For that 
reason the Christian truth is teachable, the Christian faith 
is believable, the Christian life is hvable. And so it is that 
above all on Christmas and Easter, the Christian sings, 
Praise God from Whom all blessings flow.”

Nautilus’ history-making shakedown cruises produced tense moments, some tense congressmen 
by CLAY BLAIR, JR. 


In the three months since her initial sea trial in January, the U.S.S. Nauti- 
lus, the world’s first atomic-powered submarine, has cruised more than 3,000 
miles, hundreds of them spent under water in the course of 69 dives. The 
Navy has termed her performance during these trials “revolutionary, excit- 
ing, and amazing.” On the basis of information obtained from cangressional 
and Navy sources, including a press conference last week. Lire presents this 
report on the performance and potentialities of the Nautilus, 


N the first trip of man’s first atomic vessel there was a moment when 

her commander feared that she might not get fully underway. When 
she did get under way her manner of propulsion wasn’t exactly the one 
that the Navy and the scientists had spent vears planning, 

At 11:00 a.m. last Jan. 17, under the eves of a hundred or so naval 
and civilian experts, the commander of the Nautilus gave the order to 
cast off, Six weeks had been spent in simulated operations while the sub 
was moored at her Groton, Conn. dock—and months had been spent in 
“dry runs” in a mockup of the hull in the Idaho desert. As her lines 
were pulled in, the Nautilus’ foghorn gave a long blast. The submarine 
escort vessel Skylark, her decks crammed with 
newsmen and naval observers, stood by. The 
88 crewmen, 12 officers and 50 naval and ci- 
vilian observers aboard the Nautilus felt her 
move slowly astern into the Thames River. 

As she neared midstream, Commander Wil- 
kinson heard the voice of Chief Engineer Lieut. 
Leslie D. Kelly on the intercom: ‘‘There’s a 
rubbing sound in the starboard shaft.” The 
noise could mean trouble in one of the boat's 
two main turbines, driven by steam from the 
atomic reactor. It could mean trouble in the 
intricate gear box that conveyed power from 
turbine to starboard propeller. He ordered the 
starboard turbine shut down and switched the 
starboard shaft to what is known as “reactor 
creep.” using electric power drawn from a gen- 
erator driven by the reactor. 

Standing tensely by was Rear Admiral Hy- 
man G. Rickover, the man who had conceived 
the atomic sub and rammed its construction 
through Washington despite service and civi- 
lian objections. Rickover hurried below to look 
into the trouble as the Nautilus proceeded out

toward Long Island Sound under her port turbine alone. Later the engi- 
neers discovered that the mechanical trouble was ridiculously minor— 
just a loose serew rubbing on a reduction gear casing. The only acute 
problem during the remainder of the first cruise on the Sound turned out 
to be finding bunks and food for 150 people in quarters designed for 
about 100. Sleeping and eating had to be done in shifts. Executive Offi- 
cer Dean L. Axene said, “We all got to know each other very well.” 

On Jan. 20 the sub was ready to leave port again for the test that 
might show up defects far more serious than a loose screw: her first 
dive. For this she steamed out beyond the shallow waters of Long Island 
Sound toward Montauk Point, Long Island. Twelve-foot seas were break- 
ing over the escorting Skylark as the Nautilus was readied for the dive. 
Any error in construction, any error in the training or organization of 
the crew could lead to disaster. 

It was 1:30 p.m. The boat had slowed down until she was barely mov- 
ing. All hatches and sea valves were shut tight. On the “Christmas tree” 
in the control room all lights showed green, for “‘valves closed.” High 
pressure air was forced into the boat’s interior and at this moment the 
most important instrument aboard was a baro- 
meter. Watching it anxiously was Diving Offi- 
cer William H. Layman. If the barometer read- 
ing went up, everything was tight. The baro- 
meter rose. At 1:39 Layman ordered the ballast 
tank vents opened and the sub started down. 

The sailors around Layman in the control 
room looked tense. Suddenly the word was 
passed: “Fire.” In quick succession two minor 
electrical hres had broken out. one in the con- 
trol panel for the sub’s snorkel breathing de- 
vice, another in an engine-room electrical pan- 
el. Both were under control in seconds. “It 
was no more serious than blowing a fuse,” said 
the undisturbed Rickover afterward. 

In seven minutes the Neuwtilus was com- 
pletely submerged. During the next hour the 
crewmen agreed that with her airplane-type 
control sticks she moved easier than any sub- 
merged sub they had ever been aboard. In the 
next four days the Nautilus made 49 more 
dives in the comparatively shallow (100 to 150 
feet) waters off Long Island. 

A month later, after a layover in Groton for

routine maintenance, the Nautilus was far out in the Atlantic for a 
much stiffer test: deep submergence. As she went down farther and 
farther, Navy scientists aboard checked at each step of the way for 
leaks or weaknesses that might be caused by the tremendous weight 
of the ocean overhead. How deep the Nautilus went is one of the 
Navy’s closest secrets, but speculation is that the Nautilus can easily 
go to 1,000 feet—300 deeper than her conventional sisters ordinarily 
travel under battle conditions. 

Meanwhile in the Capitol an anxious eye was being kept on the 
Nautilus. Early in March, Representative Melvin Price got up at a 
meeting of the Joint Committee on Atomic Energy to announce: “The 
next meeting of the committee will take place at 11 p.m. March 20. 
at an undisclosed depth off the east coast of the United States.” 

This news threw Wilkinson’s crew, by now pretty well relaxed as 
to what their boat could do, into a slight case of jitters. As the 12 
senators and representatives filed aboard on the 20th, the officers of 
the Nautilus felt the way they had before the first dive. As Bourke N. 
Hickenlooper of Lowa came off the gangplank, a young officer stepped 
smartly forward to greet him: “How do you do, Senator, my name is 
Lieutenant Hickenlooper.” 

The lawmakers were not totally at ease either. As the Nautilus put 
out to sea several of them could be seen sneaking oblique glances at 
the radiation detectors each had pinned in his lapel. The scale on 
these gadgets registers from 0 to 300 milliroentgens of radioactivity. 
The highest reading any senator noticed during the cruise was 2. 
After he had left the sub, Senator Anderson noticed that his read 10. 
Scientists say that it is easy for a suburbanite working in his garden 
on a warm sunny day to absorb 200. 

By the time the committee members had eaten an “atomically 
cooked” turkey that evening they were sufficiently at ease to crack a 
few of the bad jokes of men making light of danger. 

“Tl guess we'll have to call this a ‘sub’ committee,” said Price. 
California’s William Knowland topped him with, “This will undoubt- 
edly be the deepest thinking congressional committee meeting ever 
held.” Later, at a question and answer session, Rickover topped them 
all when the ship went into a sharply tilted undersea turn: “I want 
you to know that at this point I am giving you slanted testimony.” 


But the committee members did a lot more than make puns. They 
were seriously at work learning about this astounding mechanism 
whose construction they had made possible, and everything they saw 
impressed them immensely. Several of them sat down at the control 
sticks to marvel at the ease with which the 300-foot vessel could be 
guided along at record-breaking, long-distance underwater speeds of 
over 25 knots. 

They poked into the crew’s quarters and saw the amenities made 
possible by the boat’s lack of bulky batteries and diesel-propulsion 
engines which take up nearly a third of the room inside a conven- 
tional sub’s pressure hull. Gone are the usual skull-cracking pipes 
and protrusions and the crowded ladders and passageways. Gone are 
the smell, grime and noise of diesels. Each crewman has a comforta- 
ble bunk with foam-rubber mattress. Bulkheads are painted eye-resting

browns and greens, with special lights to further reduce eyestrain. 
The Nautilus is so roomy that she even has a special stairway from 
her control room to her attack room just above it in the equivalent 
of the old conning tower. The mess hall can be converted to a minia- 
ture movie theater. (On the eve of her first trial the feature was 
Scared Stiff; during the trial it was Cruising Down the River. “We 
ean't get 20,000 Leagues Under the Sea,” Executive Officer Axene 
said. ““No room for CinemaScope.”’) 


Late that evening the senators and representatives gathered to learn 
just what the Nautilus can do and what her atomic sisters, of which 
six are now in the building or planning stage, might do. As the briefing 
session went on, the lawmakers were told that the Nautilus had just 
broken a record for operating longer at higher speed submerged than 
any other submarine. Senator Gore asked Rickover just how many 
days the Nautilus could proceed under water at full speed. The admiral 
answered, “Indefinitely. Long enough to go the distance around the 
world, and the answer would still he ‘indefinitely.’ ” 

The committeemen digested this piece of information and consid- 
ered its implications: World War II submarines could proceed sub- 
merged at their 9-knot top speed for only an hour before their batteries 
were exhausted and they were Lac against the tracking destroy- 
ers. The Nautilus will not only be able to escape at speeds almost as 
fast as the destroyers’, but its great diving range will enable it to take 
refuge in the i ae ~ “foxhole” : the cold layers of water through 
which no tracking vessel’s sonar sing” can penetrate. Her own speed 
and endurance will indeed make her a superb weapon against conven- 
tional undersea craft. She will be able to carry out swift commando 
and reconnaissance missions against enemy shores. But her most 
dramatic possibilities lie in her use as a guided missile sub, firing long- 
range nuclear weapons from under water against enemy convoys and 
naval formations at sea and enemy cities nd military installations on 
land, Such missiles are under development, but still in the future. 

When the enthusiastic congressmen had gotten back to Washing- 
ton, they had but one criticism—and that one is shared by the Nau- 
tidus crew. They felt that there was one sort of atomic sting with 
which the Nautilus could and should be provided right now. 

It frankly strikes me as ironical.” said Committee Chairman Clin- 
ton P. Anderson (D., N. Mex.) on the Senate floor, “that a vessel of 
this type, equipped with a revolutionary atomic power plant, should 
be armed with conventional torpedoes littke improved over the tor- 
pedoes of World War II... . An atomic submarine must have atomic 
armaments.” 

Aside from atomic torpedoes, Anderson felt the Navy desperately 
needed only one other thing: more atomic submarines. 

**... the atomic submarine,” he said, “will be the capital ship of 
the Navy of the future. [t seems to me ... self-evident that a dec- 
ade from now the conventional submarines of today will be ... re- 
placed almost entirely by atomic submarines. It seems to me sellf- 
evident in addition that our Soviet rivals will do everything in their 
power to best us in the struggle for underwater supremacy—which 
means supremacy in atomic submarines.”

STRATEGY FOR MASS ASSAULT 


As the Atka steamed slowly home through tropical waters last week, 
plans were already shaping up for the coming international assault 
on Antarctica. In addition to the already existing Australian camp and 
the British, Chilean and Argentine camps on the Palmer Peninsula 
(see map), the French were planning to set up two new camps to study 
cosmic rays at the South Magnetic Pole. The U.S. will plant three 
bases: one near Litthe America, which is buried under snow (next 
page), one inland, and a third at the South Pole to study the iono- 
sphere. One of the most exciting proposals is for a joint British-New 
Zealand expedition, possibly led by Everest Conqueror Sir Edmund 
Hillary, which will attempt to cross the continent. If they succeed, it 
will be the first time man ever accomplished this feat except by air. 

For much of the information they need to decide where to build 
their bases the U.S. team can thank the Atka, which time and again 
battled hundreds of miles of sea ice to reach the shore. There, besides 
trapping penguins and capering across the snow (below), the men of 
the Atka prepared for 1957 by measuring the depth of the ice by seis- 
mic soundings, compacting the snow to test it for future landing fields.

A New Luster in Ghureches 


MODERN DESIGNS ENLIVEN ANCIENT STAINED-GLASS ART 


The surge of religious faith, which this year will bring more 
Americans to Easter services than ever before, has brought 
on a heartening boom in church building and, along with it, 
a renaissance of the glowing art of stained glass. The revival 
of this old European art has come about chiefly because so 
many of the new churches—more than a third being built in 
the U.S. today—are designed in modern styles. These styles, 
with their emphasis on functional simplicity and their avoid- 
ance of overly ornate decoration, must find some way to re- 
lieve their starkness and so have come to rely on stained glass 


to give warmth, color and luminosity to church interiors. 

Unlike the storytelling windows of bygone days, the 
best stained glass that is being produced today is semi- or 
completely abstract. Even in churches of more conservative 
architecture, traditional images are cast in new forms that 
are expressively stylized. In those of modern design, the 
many-hued panes are arranged in simple geometric designs or 
blended together in intricate patterns like faceted gems. On 
these pages Lire presents some of the windows which are 
bringing new translucent beauty to the churches of America.

Artists introduce 


a variety of techniques 


While the art of stained glass is an ancient one that dates 
back at least 1,000 years, contemporary craftsmen have en- 
hanced its effects with varied and original techniques. To 
achieve sparkling and shifting luminosities, they have fused 
crushed bits of glass to larger sheets or have made use of 
thick, chipped fragments of glass which they have embedded 
in cement (/eft). To dramatize the windows at night as well 
as in daytime, they have devised leadings with sculptural 
forms which are boldly silhouetted by natural outside light, 
shimmeringly luminous when seen by artificial light from the 
interior (above). 

But most creators of stained glass adhere to time-honored 
methods, relying on modern concepts of design to create new 
effects. More and more, contemporary painters are turning 
to the medium of stained glass which enables them to expand 
their two-dimensional compositions of abstract shapes and 
symbolic images with a further dimension of colored light.

A major stimulus to the stained-glass revival has come from 
developments of modern architecture. With the use of steel 
and aluminum frameworks in building, entire walls of glass 
have been made possible. For churches, where such glass 
expanses must be muted to avoid glaringly bright interiors, 
stained glass is best suited to produce a subdued atmosphere.

DARING QUEST 
BY JET BOAT 


In kngland a weird craft has been roaring 
across Lake Ullswater. It resembled a stream- 
lined lobster with two floats for claws and eye- 
like openings on either side of its slim body.

Don Campbell, 34-year-old son of the Eing- 
lishman who once set records both on land 
and water, has devoted most of his time and 
much of his fortune to becoming the first to 
drive a boat more than 200 mph. But with suc- 
eess within his reach he did not want to suffer 
the endings of countryman John Cobb and 
Italy's Mario Verga whose boats disintegrated 
at that dangerous speed, Campbell was mak- 
mg a few final adjustments before the big push.

SEEKING RECORD THE SAFE WAY 


The fear that grips Don Campbell and at the same time fascinates him 
is a phenomenon called the “water barrier.” Like a sound barrier for 
planes it rips and tears at boats approaching 200 mph. With this mys- 
terious danger confronting him, Campbell and his engineers tested 30 
models in wind tunnels before deciding on one. The boat, called Blue- 
bird like those of his late father who set a world’s record of 141.7 mph, 
is equipped with an ingenious escape device. When Bluebird is opened 
up in her big run for the record next month, radio waves will record 
strains and stresses on instruments ashore. “If she goes down,” says 
Campbell blithely, “at least all that valuable data will stay dry.”

STAIR-CLIMBING WHEEL CHAIR 


A set of motor-driven windmilling wheels roll invalids backward up steps 


The increasing population of the infirm or aged who 
must spend their lives in wheel chairs prize above 
all things the feeling of self-sufficiency. But they have 
been helplessly dependent on others to get places 
where their wheel chairs cannot take them unaided, 
like up sidewalk curbs or flights of stairs. A recent 
stride in emancipating the wheel-chairbound is a 
new kind of chair which can climb up and down 
stairs under electric power and requires only the 


strength of a child (above) to balance and guide it. 

Developed by the Hartmann Engineering Co. of 
Copenhagen, Denmark, the chair is equipped, in ad- 
dition to its regular wheels, with a three-wheeled 
stair-climbing device mounted under the seat. In 
climbing a flight of stairs the stair climber revolves 
slowly like a windmill, lifting the wheel chair upward 
and backward in an even succession step by step as 
shown in the multiple exposure photograph below.

FOR MASSED BANKS OF FLOWERS 


FLOWERING QUINCE 


Largest of the ornamental quinces, flowering quince grows 
to six feet or taller. It is shown above in bloom and (below 
right) with the three other shrubs on these pages. (The 
quince after bloom is at left in the group.) Best when 
planted with other shrubs, it is also effective if planted 
in groups of three or four quinces of different colors. 
There are many varieties with flowers from pink to scarlet. 


FOUNTAIN BUDDLEIA 


In the late spring this shrub bursts into such full bloom 
that its slender stalks are bent down, making it look like a 
fountain. Hardiest of all butterfly-bushes and noted for its 
fragrance, it is the only one whose branches do not die 
down in the winter. [t can be planted in clusters of three 
or four. If space permits it teams well with other shrubs, 
It is shown in the center of the grouping above right. 
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BEAUTY-BUSH 


This shrub features a spendthrift profusion of pink and 
white flowers against silvery foliage in early summer. Un- 
like many shrubs the blooms of this kolkwitzia do not wilt 
and shed when brought indoors. It grows fast and upright 
and will be nearly ten feet tall in as many years if given 
a good start. As shown in right rear of the group above, 
it provides an excellent background for lower shrubs. 


MANYFLOWER COTONEASTER 


Twice a year this shrub puts on an impressive show. In 
spring its wandlike stems sparkle with white flowers. In 
fall it flashes a crop of cranberry-colored berries on which 
robins stock up for the trip south. A wide-spreading plant, 
the cotoneaster requires plenty of room, is especially 
attractive massed on a slope or used in front of taller 
shrubs as in the grouping below (foreground, at right). 


FOR SCREENS 


ARKROW-WOOD 


A pleasantly rounded bush that grows almost like a weed 
when conditions suit it, this viburnum can be used to 
make a dense, inexpensive screen or hedge. In early sum- 
mer it is covered with flowers (/eft) and in fall (below) with 
blue-black berries. Later, the leaves turn yellow, purple and 
crimson, It can be used, as in the grouping at the bot- 
tom of the page, to stand behind and frame other shrubs, 
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SHOWY BORDER FORSYTHIA 


The forsythia, the second favorite shrub in the U.5., is the 
real trumpet of spring, blooming earlier than almost any 
other. The variety shown above and at right in front of 
the arrow-wood is best of its family for hedges and screens 
because it grows most sturdily upright. It also produces in 
abundance the deepest yellow flowers. Forsythia is seldom 
seen at its best for it is rarely given enough room to grow. 


AND HEDGES 


TARTARIAN HONEYSUCKLE 


This vigorous, healthy shrub, which always keeps a tidy — 


shape, grows quickly but does not take over the landscape 
while zooming up to hide the neighbors or the laundry line. 
In spring it modestly produces small white, pink or deep 
rose blossoms, according to the variety planted, which give 
off a heavy-honeyed scent. In summer the shrub is laden 
with berries (below) which lure birds from miles around. 


CALIFORNIA PRIVET 


Most popular shrub in the country, privet is also the most 
shabbily treated. Used largely for hedges it becomes scrag- 
gly because homeowners do not give it the stringent prun- 
ing it needs to become dense and smooth. Also, too few 
realize what a wonderful screen full-grown privet makes. 
California privet shown above and in the foreground at 
left has a billowy crest of white flowers in early summer, 
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FOR SHOWING OFE- 


APPLE SERVICE-BERRY 


This hybrid amelanchier bursts into bloom with delicate 
white flower clusters (/eft) when daffodils are up. Later it 
drapes itself with blue-black berries. In fall its leaves turn 
varied shades of orange, As the shrub grows it becomes 
straighter, but even at 25 feet, a height it sometimes 
reaches, it retains a natural woodsy look, It is most effec- 
tive when planted alone, with space for spreading out. 


PURPLE LILY MAGNOLIA 


Most expensive and slowest growing shrub among Lire’s 
12, this magnolia is worth the time and money because of 
its sensational beauty. In spring it is heavy with dark pur- 
ple flowers. At maturity it is nine or 10 feet tall with wavy- 
edged dark green leaves and is so distinctive that it should 
stand alone, as below. Later blooming than most magno- 
lias, its buds are in less danger of being nipped by frost. 
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IN A PRIZE SPOT 


LARGE FOTHERGILLA 


Relative of the witch-hazel, the large fothergilla grows 
quickly, makes a lush, rounded pyramid at an early age, 
eventually becomes eight or nine feet tall. In late spring 
it is full of pleasantly scented, white, uplifted flowers. In 
the fall its heavily massed leaves turn bright yellow, orange | 
and red-purple. It should be planted alone, as at left, 
and is especially dramatic with evergreens as a backdrop. 
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SCARLET WOOLLY BUCKEYE 


A shrub version of the horse-chestnut, this bush with its 
lustrous, long, dark leaves seems made to harmonize with 
modern architecture as is shown at the right. In late spring 
its branches carry candelabra of bright scarlet flowers which 
look like small orchids. At maturity this buckeye is seven 
or eight feet tall. It is perfect for planting near an entrance 
walk or to place in front of hemlocks or other evergreens.

BLOOMING BUSHES cowrnues 
HOW TO PLANT THE SHRUBS 


Buying large plants is the quickest way to have tall, thick shrubbery. 

But because this is usually too expensive, buy the largest stock sold 
with bare roots instead of the taller shrubs in a burlapped ball of earth. 
In planting remember two simple rules: 1) give the roots plenty of 
good soil and 2) give them plenty of room. Nurserymen say, “Better a 
50¢ bush in a $5 hole than vice versa.’ Pack topsoil under and around 
the roots and give each plant a good soaking. To offset root damage 
due to transplanting, the tops should be cut back—but seldom more 
than six to 12 inches. Most of the plants shown on the preceding pages 
grow best in soil having a neutral balance between acid and alkaline. 
Prune them warily and chiefly to remove the older wood. The safest 
time to prune is just after the flowers have faded and the old wood is 
easy to recognize. Though all the shrubs shown here can be planted 
now, most may also be put in during late fall after the first frost. 


FLOWERING QUINCE (Chaenomeles lagenaria) needs sunshine and room 
to spread out. Plants bought three feet tall should be set five feet apart. The 
blossoms appear only on branches grown the year before and therefore serve 
alter fading as guides to safe pruning. 


FOUNTAIN BUDDLEIA (8uddleia alternifolia) will thrive in poor soil if 
well drained. It grows fast and should be allowed to spread wider than it is 
high. Since it blossoms on new shoots as well as last year’s wood, it may 
be liberally pruned for fullest possible bloom just as erowth starts in spring, 


MANYFLOWER COTONEASTER (Cotoneaster multiflora calocarpa) should 
be bought from two to three feet tall in a ball of earth and spaced four 
to six feet apart. Welter of crossing branches should not be pruned much. 


BEAUTY-BUSH (Kolkwitzia amadilis) blooms best in a well-drained, sunny 
spot. Plants placed five feet apart will soon fill in gaps. 


ARROW-WOOD (Fiburnum dentatum) grows wild in eastern U.S. hedge- 
rows. It thrives in almost any soil, does not mind sogginess or shade. For best 
bloom it should be fed with slow-working fertilizer laid on in the fall. 


SHOWY BORDER FORSYTHIA (Forsythia intermedia spectahilis) does 
best in a sunny place and with yearly fertilizing. Although it is safest to prune 
after blossom fades, no harm is done by careful pruning at the end of winter 
so that branches may flower indoors. 


TARTARIAN HONEYSUCKLE (Lonicera tartarica) is cheap yet hardy. 
Tolerant of both shade and poor soil, it grows fast without regular feeding. 
This shrub starts its growth surprisingly early in the spring but, if well 
watered, will do well even when planted in a fully leaved stage. 


CALIFORNIA PRIVET (Ligustrum ovalifolium) grows best where winters 
are not too severe. (If temperatures go under 5 below zero, use Amur privet 
instead.) Buy three-foot plants, stagger them two feet apart and during the 
first three years prune enough of the upright branches to produce several 
horizontal branches. The privet screen, which will soon be six feet tall, will 
thrive in shade or city conditions but needs heavy yearly feeding. 


APPLE SERVICE-BERRY (Amelanchier grandiflora) likes semishady places 
where the soil is moist but well drained. A hardy alternative to dogwood in 
eolder climates, it prefers a leafy soil or sandy soil with humus. 


PURPLE LILY MAGNOLIA (Magnolia lilyflora nigra) should be moved only 
in a burlapped ball of earth and planted in the spring when it is in bloom and 
when the roots are most active. Wash in around the roots a mixture of two- 
thirds good topsoil and one-third peat moss. Prune magnolias sparingly. 


LARGE FOTHERGILLA (Fothergilla major) prefers slightly acid soil and 
should be transplanted with roots in earth and burlap. Sucker shoots which 
spring up at the base can be twisted and pulled by hand. 


SCARLET WOOLLY BUCKEYE (Aesculus discolor mollis) though toler- 
ant of some shade, takes its best shape in full sun. Once started in a light or 
somewhat sandy loam, it will grow up to two feet a year.

Slum growth, which imperils many cities, is most dramatic in Chicago 


The slums of Chicago each year have pushed closer Lc the heart of the city, 
Some of the worst came only six blocks from the elittering skyscrapers, 
There a newly aroused and desperate city stopped them. But elsewhere in 
the metropolis, every month, new slums are being born. 

Slums are a problem or a threat in many cihes, but those of Chicago— 
23 festering, proliferating square miles aswarm with 800,000 human beings 

are the nation’s most dramatic case of municipal decay. As in all cities, 
they are a paradox amid the world’s most prosperous economy. How they 
are created varies little from place to place, Migrant families, lured or driven

from farm to city, generate relentless pressure for cheap housing. Middle- 
income city families, facing this invasion, fee to unthreatened areas, leav- 
ing the neighborhoods to become blighted areas of overcrowded dwellings, 
sleazy stores and soaring crime and disease rates. 

To help break the vicious sequence of flight and decay, a new national 
organization called ACTION has been formed (p. 154). It can teach the les- 
son Chicago has learned by long and painful experience: that the menace 
to American cities must be fought on two fronts. First, the formation of 


additional slums must be stopped and then ways found to eradicate old ones.

The slums of Chicago are a sorry world of rot- 
ting wooden tenements and crumbling brown- 
stone mansions set among rat-strewn alleys 
and teeming, refuse-littered streets. Here the 
pepulation reaches 50,000 to the square mile 
—against a city-wide average of 17,000. Sul 
the slums are never large enough to hold all 
who are forced to live within them, 

Every day as the city seeks wavs to cope with 
its slum problem, that problem grows. Fifteen 
hundred migrants reach Chicago each month 
with no place to go but into the overcrowded 
slum belt. Inexorably, the slums expand, On 
the cily’s North Side alone, three new blocks 
are touched by blight each month, 

How much new housing the city needs, the 
city cannot be sure. The 1950 census found 
200,000 families inadequately housed. In spite 
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of the boom in home building, that figure may 
have increased. For most of the families, pri- 
vate housing, even if in economic reach, was 
denied them on racial grounds. 

Chicago’s slum problem is largely, though 
not entirely, a Negro problem. Its Negro popu- 
lation leaped by 200,000 from 1940 to 1950 
and now stands at 650,000, Each dav this fig- 
ure grows by 60 new births and new migrants 
(right) from the South. 

Against this growing slum crisis, the city of 
Chicago has been able to erect 26 housing de- 
velopments with 12,705 family units. For that 
many families, a new day is at hand. For oth- 
ers, the slum crisis is only intensified. Each

Aroused community 


The obstacles to slum clearance are monumental. For landlords, slum 
dwellings are enormously profitable. For politicians, slum districts 
represent easily controlled votes. And there is never enough of the 
money it takes to acquire, raze and rebuild a slum area. 

Chicago's struggle to prevent the formation of new slums began 
among private citizens, who created the Hyde Park-Kenwood Com- 
munity Conference. It had two aims: to promote interracial harmony 
and to block slum-making actions like illegal subdividing of apart- 
ments. Alongside the conference arose the South East Chicago Com- 
mission, which is now headed by a tough-minded ex-business ex- 
ecutive named Julian Levi. His region has just won a significant 
federal grant of $6 million to begin clearance of two blighted areas. 
This slum clearance is the first step in a program of urban renewal 
which Levi—as he explains in his own words on page 134—helieves 
is the best hope yet for Chicago and perhaps other slum-afllicted cities.

SLUM FIGHTER LEVI 
TELLS WHAT TO DO 


If your neighborhood is changing, if it is slipping toward overcrowded 
rooming houses, hole-in-the-wall businesses and an unstable, tran- 
sient population; if your crime and delinquency rates are rising and 
your garbage collection standards falling—then you must act quickly 
and boldly to save your neighborhood from becoming a slum. 

The slum warnings are on every street corner in our communities 
of Hyde Park and Kenwood. But we have been bold and persistent and 
I believe we have found the answer. It is called “Urban Renewal.” 

The idea of urban renewal—renewing an area instead of tearing it 
down and starting all over again—is not restricted to one small, trou- 
bled section of Chicago, It can be used by slum-threatened neighbor- 
hoods all over the country. It is an alternative to flight to the sub- 
urbs. Suburbia is the easier choice, but if people believe their city 
neighborhoods are worth saving, they can stay and save them. 

Withinslaneand blighted areas the population is usually defeatist 
and apathetic. But in Hyde Park-Kenwood a basic core of citizens is 
interested, active and determined. They have made possible a block- 
by-block organization with every citizen responsible for his own block. 
When any block member learns an apartment is being cut up illegally, 
he reports it to his organization. The organization then makes certain 
that the citv housing department hears about it and cracks down. If 
the problem is garbage or street-cleaning, the organization talks to the 
city sanitation department. When people exercise this kind of group 
power, a city block is no longer just an address for impersonal urban 
living. It becomes a unit of neighbors. 

In addition to block organizations a slum-threatened community 
needs a strong, paid, professional staff which can devote full time to 
the job of defending the neighborhood. 

Get a law enforcement officer whose function is day-by-day coopera- 
tion with local police from patrolman to supervising captain. In Hyde 
Park we have even purchased such items as typewriters and maps for 
the district station. Get your own full-time building inspector to sup- 
plement the city’s own zoning enforcement staff. Planning is essential 
to community conservation. Organize your own planning unit, but 
work daily with city planners. Get a block-by-block plan on paper. 
Maintain a full-time staff worker to help the block organizations. To 
back up the few professionals, a community must aniw on its own 
citizen talent. If building violations are being heard in court, a com- 
munity lawyer should be there ready to give help to the prosecution. 
Organize your real estate dealers to insert in all leases a limit on the 
number of people who may occupy a dwelling unit. 

In the urban renewal operation you put your money and effort right 
where you are. Our budget of $50,000 comes from home owners, ten- 
ants, stores, institutions like the University of Chicago. When blight 
threatens, everyone's economic stake in a community is threatened. 

Urban renewal is impossible without this broad, popular support 


HELP FROM A NEW ORGANIZATION 


To meet the menace ofslums, leaders from many fields last year 
created a non profit organization called ACTION—American 
Council to Improve our Neighborhoods. The plan of ACTION 
is threefold: 1) To learn how cities like Chicago handle the slum 
problem and to explore new approaches to the problem. 2) To 
publicize these findings and arouse citizens to help their own 
communities. 3) To lend field assistance to interested commu-

—and actual physical accomplishments. The saying “you can’t fight 
city hall” expresses the mood of many American citizens who are con- 
vineed that urban conditions really cannot be corrected. More and 
more Hyde Park citizens are beginning to believe that something can 
happen. Urban renewal in South East Chicago has already produced 
a falling crime rate, better zoning enforcement, increased school appro- 
priations and better street-lighting and other municipal services. 

If you bring all your community's dwellings and services up to 
standard, you begin to guarantee its preservation, To restore such 
standards in Hyde Park we will have to tear down whole blocks of 
buildings which are infecting their environs. Two years ago our peo- 
ple wondered if the job could be done. Today the question is not 
whether it can be done but how soon we can put the bold finishing 
touch on it—so all I hear is “When will the first building come down?”

‘NEW’ RELIGION continue 


Lewis’ bewildered Babbitt found himself staring into his shaving 
mirror and wondering what his high-geared life was all about. 

The nation is full of confused persons who feel that there is 
something wrong, something deeply unsatisfying, about the lives 
they are living but would have trouble saying what it is and even 
more trouble in discovering what to do about it. These are the 
people who are not yet badly enough disturbed (or wealthy 
enough) to be ready for a psychoanalyst, but they are frustrated, 
depressed, have a feeling that they have been victimized by life 
and some of them are on the way to a crack-up. Already, we are 
told, more than half the hospital beds in this country are filled 
with mental cases. Doctors and clergy alike can testify that if the 
tension does not let up that proportion will increase. 

For victims of this malady of the times—which is mainly a 
loss of nerve—the cult of reassurance has some undeniable bene- 
fits to offer and some therapeutic methods of very debatable worth. 
Its approach is two-sided: it combines admonition to relax with 
promise that the individual can overcome all difficulties, can 
achieve whatever he wants to achieve. Most of its clerical practi- 
tioners add to this he-can-who-thinks-he-can promise the pious 
proviso, “by the help of God.” Weakness and failure are withm 
oneself; they are unnecessary; they can be overcome by following 
certain simple, clear rules which, it is claimed, religion supplies, 
but most of which on examination turn out to be rules that any 
elementary knowledge of psychology and a fair amount of com- 
mon sense would suggest. 

This cult says that the bedeviled victim of today’s pressures 
should discipline his thoughts to reject all pessimistic (“‘negative”’ 
ideas and encourage optimistic ones (“accentuate the positive,” 
says the popular song). And then, through prayer, by reading se- 
lected texts from the Bible and “inspirational” material, observing 
periods of quiet reflection and exerting will power, he will relax the 
tension of his life and find himself filled with new energy. His per- 
sonal relations with family and other associates will straighten out 
and he will achieve whatever he sets as his goal. 

One reason why this cult-makes such an appeal is that our 
middle-brows live in awe of the “scientist” —especially the psycho- 
logical scientist. The psychologist has become our Western tribal 
medicine man. There is sound reason for this. Freud was no char- 
latan; he opened up a realm of knowledge which may terrify but is 
vital to our understanding of ourselves. 

Most of those who have pressed forward the exploration of the 
unconscious which Freud pioneered no longer treat religion as the 
“illusion” it appeared to the great Viennese. Many of them are as 
ready to acknowledge the legitimacy of some religious therapy for 
man’s inner ills as of other kinds of mental treatment. In some 
degree this cult of reassurance represents a balancing rapproche- 
ment from the side of religion, using a good deal of the jargon of 
psychology, with a dusting of Christian or “religious” phrases, to

persuade man that he need have no sense of personal insufficiency 
or recognize any limits to the bounds of his achievement. And 
that, since our forefathers first stormed this continent’s wilder- 
ness, has been a big part of the American creed. 

Some have called the cult of reassurance a new religion. Is it? 
If by a new religion one means one without antecedents, then 
certainly it is not. Man has always turned to his gods for release 
from worry and failure. The “prudential’’ conception of religion 
is at least as old as the Book of Proverbs. The idea that if you are 
righteous—that is, if you follow the religious rules of the game— 
you will prosper was endorsed by the Pharisees and handed along 
by Calvin to the English Puritans, who brought it with them to this 
country. This is an element which bulks large in the American— 
especially the New England—tradition. It is not confined to those 
with a Protestant background. It may be seen at work today in 
the enormous popularity of the novenas that are spreading among 
Roman Catholic churches, where following the rules of devotion 
is supposed to dispose of every imaginable kind of personal prob- 
lem, all the way from getting a job to curing disease and winning 
back a faithless lover. 


A neatly packaged way to happiness 


| 7 HAT we are seeing now, therefore, is rather a new develop- 
\ ment in the ancient search for a quick, neatly packaged, all- 
encompassing solution for man’s deepest, most harassing and most 
persistent problem—how to be happy, how to have a satisfying life. 
It is a sort of alliance between one aspect of religion, the “I will 
fear no evil’ aspect, and depth psychology to overcome modern 
personality disintegrations. The fact that neither ally is as yet very 
comfortable in the alliance does not alter the other fact that it is 
fast taking form. Wisely encouraged, protected against superficial 
exploitation, it could become one of the healthiest factors in our 
national life. 

Ever since William James and his historic Varieties of Religious 
Experience there has been widespread recognition among ministers 
of the importance of psychological insight for their work in the 
cure of souls. But the big push toward the present development 
may be dated from the publication in 1946 of Peace of Mind, 
written by a young Boston rabbi, Joshua L. Liebman. There had 
been books on psychology-and-religion before that, but the sen- 
sational success of Rabbi Liebman’s book started the stampede. 
Peace of Mind was a publishing surprise. It originated as a series 
of midweek lectures in which Dr, Liebman tried to disclose to his 
congregation the basis on which religious faith and Freudian psy- 
chology could work together to relieve modern tensions. Some en- 
thusiastic hearers brought these lectures to the attention of Simon 
and Schuster. They helped the rabbi whip them into book form 
and 177 weeks on the best-seller list followed. 

It used to be said among publishers that the sure-fire sellers were 
books on how to lose weight, especially if the title suggested that 
no cutting down on eating was involved. Since Peace of Mind 
struck oil, however, every publishing house has been hunting for 
the kind of book that might repeat that success. To recall just a 
few titles of the past seven years: The Magic of Believing, by Claude 
Bristol; Peace of Soul, by Bishop Sheen; The Way to Security, by 
H. C. Link; Beyond Anxiety, by James A. Pike; Man’s Search for

Himself, by Rollo May; Mind Alive, by Harry Overstreet, and all 
the best sellers by Dr. Peale, whose Guide to Confident Living 
(1948) is still selling about 3,000 a week and whose The Power of 
Positive Thinking has passed the million mark. For 126 consecu- 
tive weeks it has been near or at the top of the best-seller list. 

It was inevitable that a publishing success of this sort would be 
reflected in American pulpits. Preachers are nearly as susceptible as 
editors to “what the public wants.’’ Moreover, in the harrowing 
world which came out of the war the clergy were becoming deeply 
and justifiably concerned as they discovered the psychological dis- 
locations of their people. One consequence can be seen in the fact 
that, within the last decade, half the Protestant theological sem- 
inaries on the approved list have established departments of “pas- 
toral counseling,” in which young ministers are taught by psycho- 
logically trained professors to try to do what candidates for the 
Roman Catholic priesthood have always been trained to do in the 
confessional—to relieve men and women from the sense of guilt, 
to restore their personal confidence for living. 

But when this legitimate concern with man’s inner problems has 
been carried into popular preaching, the results have often been 
ambiguous, to put it mildly. To be sure, there has been an imme- 
diate popular response and that has inhibited criticism. “It must 
be helping people or they wouldn't flock to it.” The critic who is 
told that hesitates to publicize his dissent. Certainly he does not 
want to harm any who may be finding help in the new “peace of 
mind” preaching. Nevertheless, criticism is growing. Some of it 
comes from psychologists, concerned for the scientific integrity of 
their work and convinced that preachers who ‘ ‘spiritualize on the 
text” of their findings are in most cases superficial in their inter- 
pretations and often downright misleading. And some of the criti- 
cism comes from other ministers, who fear that this new school of 
preaching leaves out of account some of the deepest and most vital 
elements of classical religion, Jewish as well as Christian. That 
is what Eugene Carson Blake, Stated Clerk of the Presbyterian 
Church in the U.5.A., warned against in his first public message 
after being elected president of the National Council of Churches. 

“Church leaders are concerned,” said Dr. Blake, “that people 
with a new religious interest may attempt to turn that new reli- 
gion into magic—that is, to try to use God for their own purposes 
rather than to serve God and find His purposes. To try to use God 
for any purpose, however noble, is always wrong.” After all, those 
who share this misgiving would-vemind the-reassurance vatliiste: 
most of the Hebrew prophets came to exceedingly uncomfortable 
ends and Jesus died on a cross. 

With all possible recognition for the good it may be accomplish- 
ing among those who need a restoration of hope and self-confidence, 
it has to be granted that this cult of reassurance is not Christianity 
in its classical sense or Judaism in its highest conception. It lacks 
—at least in most of its literature and in the popular understand- 
ing of its message—vital elements in the Christian doctrine of sal- 
vation. That doctrine has always held that man, the sinner, can 
only be saved by a great redemptive act on the part of God to re- 
lease him from his guilt and to free him from his addiction to sin, 
Protestants and Catholics differ as to how man is to appropriate 
the benefits of God’s redemptive act, but on the core of their belief 
in the doctrine of salvation they are at one. 
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"NEW RELIGION continuen 


The contemporary cult of reassurance, a theological professor 
said to me recently, is another resurrection of the ancient heresy of 
Pelagianism. Americans are not likely to worry much about the- 
ological heresies in general, or Pelagianism in particular. But there 
is something worth thinking about in that comment. Pelagius was 
a godly theologian of the Fifth Century. He tangled with St. Augus- 
tine over the doctrine of total depravity; Pelagius believed that God 
gives any man the ability to live a sinless life and thus achieve 
salvation if he wants to. (To theologians in the audience, I crave 
pardon for this oversimplified version of Pelagius’ teaching.) 

After one of the prolonged politico-theological tussels character- 
istic of that period, the Council of Ephesus (431 A.D.) placed 
Pelagianism among the heresies, where it has remained ever since. 
It has a way of popping up, however, whenever a churchman starts 
placing emphasis on what a good fellow man is and how limitless 
are his potentialities. My theologian friend was claiming that it has 
popped up on Fifth Avenue, and in scores of other American 
communities, today. 

For what today’s cult of reassurance most lacks—and indeed 
disavows—is a sense of life’s inevitable failures. Here is the point 
at which it stands in starkest contrast to the teaching of Amer- 
ica’s most searching contemporary theologian, Reinhold Niebuhr. 
Many say they find Niebuhr hard to understand, but there is one 
central idea in his writing which should be easy to grasp, for it is 
validated by universal experience. This is his contention that all 
human effort, however noble, however achieving, contains within 
it an element of failure. Perhaps one reason Americans say they 
cannot understand Niebuhr is because their minds simply will not 
harbor this fact that all success is dogged by failure. We Ameri- 
cans must succeed. We cannot approach life with any other expec- 
tation. But Christianity, in the most profound sense, is a religion 
for failures. 


The ‘new religion’ in high gear 


HE high priest of this cult of reassurance is—one scarcely 

needs tell any reader of current magazines or listener to radio 
and television—Norman Vincent Peale. To see this “new religion” 
in high gear one must study Dr. Peale, who preaches to probably 
the largest audience ever gathered by an American cleric. 

Norman Vincent Peale is a friendly, offhand, sack-suited person 
whose obvious sincerity and uninhibited cordiality make him, on 
personal contact, easy to like. Perhaps, if he will forgive me a bit 
of minor negative thinking, I should put that the other way—when 
you meet him, it would be hard to dislike him. This, of course, is 
one reason for his great effectiveness. He crisscrosses the country 
constantly, speaking about as often outside New York as in his 
home pulpit, and in this jumping about he makes thousands of 
personal contacts. Most of these are with laymen; outside his 
regular preaching in his own church he speaks at far more business 
conventions and industrial company rallies than church gather- 
ings. He gets along better with laymen than with clergymen; he 
knows it and rather prides himself on it. A year ago he was named 
in a list of ““Twelve Best U.S. Salesmen’’; he belonged there. 

So many articles have been written ahout Dr. Peale—14 in the 
last six _aare according to my count, not to mention the self- 
revelation i in his innumerable magazine articles, his regular page 
in Look, his newspaper syndicate column and his inke—that I 
shall not attempt here to more than sketch his career. He started 
as a newspaper reporter; switched to the Methodist ministry; 
23 years ago came to the pastorate of the Marble Collegiate Church 
on downtown Fifth Avenue in New York. This is one of the Dutch 
Reformed churches which traces its history back to Peter Stuy- 
vesant’s New Amsterdam; all the church’s literature speaks of it 

s “the oldest Protestant church in America.” When Dr. Peale 
came to New York it also had one of the smallest congregations 
of any “leading” Protestant church. Today it is jammed twice 

every Sunday with 2,400 people, including many seated in two 
overflow chapels which carry the service on closed-circuit tele- 
vision. Hundreds are turned away. 

It would be easy to get the impression that Dr. Peale is more of 
an industry than a man. He’s in his pulpit morning and evening 
on Sunday; he’s on radio over NBC from Monday to Friday and 
again on Sunday before his church service; he (and his wife) are 
on TV: his sermons are on records; his books are on records; his 
magazine Guideposts is nudging the 800,000 circulation mark; he 
keeps one publishing company going reprinting his sermons; he 
turns out tons of “How to do” this and that cards, greeting cards, 
Christmas cards; he estimates an average of three speeches a 
week outside New York. No wonder he employs a former dean of

Dr. Peale’s climb to public attention followed his discovery of 
the psychological basis of most individual disturbances. He is fre- 
quently criticized by other clergymen for not paying much at- 
tention to social and political questions. He would probably reply 
that an effort to deal with i inner tensions provides him with a field 
large enough for one man’s ministry. He was one of the first minis- 
ters to try. to link psychology with the work of the church.

In a Person to Person interview over TV, Edward R. Murrow 
asked, ‘I’ve heard you frequently called the businessman’s preach- 
er. Do you object to that?” “Not at all,” Dr. Peale replied. “T have 
a great admiration for businessmen. I like the way they think and 
the way they speak and therefore I like to be associated with them.” 
Later | asked him what he meant by “the way businessmen think,” 
My question seemed to bother him momentarily; then he ex- 
plained that businessmen think concretely, directly and frame their 
thoughts when spoken in simple language. To illustrate, he told of 
one of his deacons who, when the question of admitting a Negro to 
the Marble Collegiate Church was up for the first time (there are 
now a good many), settled it for the whole group by ejaculating, 
“Hell! It’s a Christian church, isn’t it?” “If that had been a room- 
ful of preachers,” Dr. Peale commented, “we'd have had an 
evening-long debate, ee up in a resolution nobody would 
ever read through. I prefer the layman’s way of handling it.’ 

Perhaps without his knowing it, Norman Vincent Peale’: s popu- 
larity as a preacher stems out “of two things: his rejection of the 
dominant note of pessimism in the orthodox theology of our time 
and his ability to put that rejection in simple rules which are indi- 
vidual in their application and for which he claims the sanction of 
religious authority (God, Christ, Bible texts) and scientific testing 
(psychology, psychiatry, psychosomatic medicine). Criticism that 
this is a truncated theology and a psychology so oversimplified that 
in the long run it may do more harm than good will not deter him, 
He apparently has no worries at all about what his theology is, be- 
vond a reiteration of the simple evangelical formulas of hig boy- 
hood. He can match any report of Bey cults. harm wrought with 
a dozen testimonials from grateful d ( iscly les. Criticism that he harps 
on only one string he can shrug off. W hat j is successful advertising 
but endless repetition of a single slogan? And the response to the 
Peale formula has been so great that—despite criticism which he 
knows exists and which I think distresses him, for he is a reason- 
ably humble and sensitive man—little Peales are sprouting in cler- 
ical ranks all over the country. 


The reckoning on the credit side 


HAT significance for the present condition and future prospect 

of religion in this country has the rise of this cult of reassur- 
ance? Certainly the reckoning is not all on the debit side. Briefly, it 
seems to me, one can credit fhe cult with having done these things: 

1. It has contributed much to ending a period of widespread 
indifference to the church and religion. So remarkable has been 
this change that today a crusty but perspicacious old codger like 
Canon Bernard Iddings Bell growls, “Religion has become a fad.” 
One can sympathize with Canon Bell’s skepticism as to the spir- 
itual depth of the fad but the nation is better off with the faddists 
streaming into the churches than it would be if they were going 
in the aie ‘r direction. 

2. It has helped along the clerical discovery of the importance 
of man’s inner conflicts, of the bearing of modern psychology on 
the church’s responsibility for the cure of souls. This is by no means 
confined to Protestantism or the Jewish faith. Two of the best 
books in this held, for example, are by Catholic priests: Psycho- 
analysis and Personality, by a professor at the Catholic Univer silty 
of Louvain, Josef Nuttin, S.J., and Psychiatry and Catholicism, by 
James H. VanderVeldt, O.F.M., and Robert P, Oden wald, M.D. 

3. By its very shortcomings it has promoted the development 
of “counseling” based on trained psychological observation as a 
legitimate and | growing aspect of mci service, 

4, Some people are helped. The medical profession may say 
that these are the only slightly depressed or disturbed who need 
no more than a slight ministration to their self-confidence to be 
set on the right track. But there are a lot of them, and if they can 
be helped before they fall prey to a serious neurosis, that is a 
service to society of no small value. 

5. This cult is making a contribution to the survival of Ameri- 
can optimism, and in today’s world it is important to have some 
optimism somewhere outside the Communist orbit. In this re- 
spect, this cult is an offset to the pessimism of orthodox theology 
which, when it is overly insistent on the futility of man’s efforts 
to achieve the good, can do even more damage to society than does 
overinsistence on man’s powers of attainment.

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before a balance can be struck. There are certain items which 
must be set down there, among them: 

1. Religion is always headed far a fall when an attempt is made 
to make it a too-simple, too-magical solution for all man’s prob- | 
lems. The deeper the dislocation, the more tragic the condition, 
the less likely is any Pet formula to cure it. Sometimes there is no 
cure, at least in this life. Job, the Bible is careful to state, was a 

“blameless and upright” man, but the blows life dealt him re- 
mained an insoluble mystery. 

2. Reliance on a set formula for dealing with the infinite ills 
which distress mankind exposes religion to the consequente w hen | 
the formula does not work. When the “10 easy rules” fail to ac- 
complish all that is promised, what happens? The reaction may be 
a little while coming, but look out when it does. 

The church is never more surely preparing the way for its 
own future discomfiture than when it succumbs to the temptation 
to attract a following by evading the dark facts of human failure 
and frustration and the ruthlessness of society. The torment in 
which men live is most often a consequence of that condition 
which Reinhold Niebuhr summed up in the title of his greatest 
book, Moral Man and Immoral Society. There, in an implacably 
and impersonally immoral society, is where men are caught, and 
in their efforts to adjust their own good intentions to the condi- 
tions of their existence they fall into despair. 

How is despairing man to “serve God and find His purposes” 
that, as the president of the National Council of Churches says, 
is the end for which religion exists? It surely will not be easy. Ask 
any atomic porerciys whe has lent his brain to opening the Pan- 
dora’s box of a nuclear armament race. Ask any man in politics 
trying to hang on to his ideals while practicing “the art of the pos- 
sible.’ It cannot be done in terms wholly self-concerned. It can- 
not seek for success recognizable by the go-getters, 

The purposes of God can be perceived by ‘finite minds ny in 
part and darkly—‘‘Now we see in a mirror dimly,” * said St. Paul 
and insofar as they are perceived they are more likely to heighten 
the tension between the religious seeker and his environment than 
to smooth his road. Nev ertheless. men have found and are find- 
ing, in the records of history, in the experience of the saintly, in 
‘i. lofty insights of the Bible and the devotional classics. what 
some inner monitor certifies— though by no means infalliljly—are 
the purposes of God. In seeking to serve those purposes they do 
find a sublimation of their fears, their sense of pointless striving, 
their sensate hungers. 

The response to the “cult of reassurance’ is a reminder of how 
Lene is man’s hunger for hope. But hope will not survive 
long if it refuses to take account of the defeats, the heartbreak 
and the inevitable limitations of life. This is the critical point at
